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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Applicants election with traverse of Group II (Claims 9-18) in Paper No. 7 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that if search and examination of an entire 
application can be made without serious burden, the examiner must examine it one the merits, 
event though it includes claims to independent or distinct inventions. This is not found 
persuasive because the method as described in claims 9-18 requires a different search than the 
product as claimed in 1-8 and 19-27. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See MPEP 
§ 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claim has not been further treated on the merits. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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With regards to claim 9, the body of the claim does not coincide with the preamble. The 
preamble recites, "a method of securing together leaflets of a cardiac valve" while the body of 
the claim recites, "releasing said grasped valves". 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 9-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Deem et al (WO 
00/60995). 

As interpreted by Examiner, Deem discloses the method for securing together leaflets of 
a cardiac valve. Deem discloses devices and methods for performing endovascular repair of 
atrioventricular and other cardiac valves in the heart. Included in the method are steps for 
grasping the leaflets (page 34, lines 28+) and evaluating the fluid flow through the valve (page 
26, line 4). The method is performed by an endovascular (page 10, line 3) or surgical approach 
(page 20, linel) while the heart is beating (page 8, line 9). Deem further discloses repeating the 
grasping step and adjusting until the desired result is achieved (page 42, line20).
